Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1947. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  23.39  per  thousand  of  the  population  which  is 
an  increase  of  .39  on  the  rate  for  1 946.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  20.5  and  for  the  smaller  towns  22.2. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12.56  per  thousand,  an  increase  of  .96  on  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the 
smaller  towns  were  1 2.0  and  1 1 .9,  respectively. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  an  increase  from  41 .2  per 
thousand  live  births  in  1 946  to  48. 1 7 for  the  year  under  review.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  41  and  for  the  smaller 
towns  36.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  showed  an  increase 
mainly  due  to  measles  and  the  fact  that  Chicken  Pox  was  added  to  the 
list  during  the  year  while  smallpox  was  prevalent.  No  case  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  the  Borough.  Though  Infantile  Paralysis  was  epidemic  in 
the  country,  relatively  few  cases  occurred  in  the  town. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  continued  to  be  generally 
satisfactory,  the  environmental  health  services  being  well  maintained,  while 
progress  was  made  with  schemes  for  improved  drainage  and  housing. 
239  dwelling  houses  were  rendered  fit  by  informal  action  and  42  after 
Statutory  Notice. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  given 
at  all  times  by  the  Chairman,  Aid.  E.  Houghton,  J.P.,  C.C.,  and  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee.  I have  to  thank  also  the  ('ounty 
Medical  Officer,  Lindsey  County  Council,  the  Borough  Surveyor  of 
Cleethorpes  and  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  information  they 
have  supplied  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

Section  B.  —General  Provision  of  Health  Services  of  the  Area. 


(a)  Laboratory  facilities. 

These  are  available  for  the  examination  of  throat  and  nose  swabs, 
sputum,  etc.,  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Council  Offices,  Clee- 
thorpei,  to  which  address  specimens  should  be  sent. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

For  infectious  cases  removal  by  ambulance  is  an  inclusive  charge  of 
the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  receiving  the  case.  Non-infectious  or 
accident  cases  may  be  removed  by  the  Borough  Council’s  Ambulance, 
when  a charge  is  made  according  to  mileage. 

(c)  Nursing  at  Home. 

Three  District  Nurses  are  stationed  in  Cleethorpes  and  are  members 
of  the  Lindsey  Nursing  Association.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  also 
provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  to 
be  nursed  at  home,  when  requested  by  General  Medical  Practitioners.

Samples  are  also  taken  periodically  by  the  Health  Department  from 
the  supply  as  delivered  to  the  public  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

Eight  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority 
during  the  year  and  with  one  exception  were  satisfactory.  In  addition, 
three  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  were  found  to  be  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council.

Of  12  samples  of  pasteur- 
ised milk  taken  during  the  year  nine  were  satisfactory.  In  the  remaining 
three  cases  the  examinations  were  incomplete.

Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their  families, 
assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  etc.,  and  in  the 
form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  with  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue,  is 
maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened  work- 
ing capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

An  annual  grant  of  £50  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to 
augment  the  funds  of  the  Committee  whose  work  is  voluntary.

Report  on  the  Meteorological  Conditions  prevailing 
at  Cleethorpes  during  1947.

The  first  three  months  of  the  year  were  abnormally  cold,  the 
temperature  being  well  below  average  for  these  months,  while  the  rainfall 
for  March  was  the  highest  recorded  for  that  month  since  the  Station  was 
opened  in  1909  being  4.36  inches  as  opposed  to  3.55  inches  for  March, 
1941  which  is  the  next  highest  fall. 

SUNSHINE. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1947,  1607.0  hours  of 
bright  sunshine  were  recorded.  This  gives  a daily  average  of  4.42  hours. 

These  figures  are  quite  favourable  as  compared  with  the  average. 

The  month  of  August  was  brilliant,  sunshine  being  recorded 
on  each  day  of  the  month.  The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  being  re- 
corded on  one  day  was  14.6  hours  on  the  19th  July,  1947. 

The  greatest  number  of  hours  of  bright  sunshine  in  one  month  was 
242,9  hours  in  August. 

RAINFALL. 

1 9.23  inches  of  rainfall  were  recorded  during  the  year.  This  shows  a 
decrease  of  9.25  inches  on  the  previous  year’s  figures  ( 1 946)  of  28.48  inches. 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  August  with  0.08  inches  of  rain 
falling  over  a period  of  four  days,  arid  the  wettest  month  was  March  with 
4.36  inches  of  ram  distributed  over  a period  of  24  days. 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  1.16  inches  on  the  1 2th 
March. 

TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 

The  average  maximum  shade  temperature  of  32.4°  F.  for  February 
1947,  is  the  lowest  average  for  the  year  ; while  68.97°  F.  maximum 
shade  temperature  in  July  is  the  highest  average. 

The  average  minimum  shade  temperature  of  27.9°  F.  for  February 
1947,  is  the  lowest. 

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  1 4°  F.  on 
4th  March,  1947.  The  highest  maximum  temperature  during  the  same 
period  was  81°  F.  on  the  4th  June. 

The  lowest  ground  minimum  temperature  was  11°  F.  on  the  3rd 
and  4th  March,  1947. 

The  maximum  temperature  for  January,  February  and  March  was 
below  average. 
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RELATIVE  HUMIDITY. 

The  average  relative  humidity  for  the  year  was  84.5%. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PHENOMENA. 

During  the  year  frosts  were  recorded  on  66  occasions  as  follows  : —

The  wind  reached  gale  force  (or  above)  on  the  3rd  and  26th  Feb- 
ruary, 16th  March,  5th,  7th,  20th,  21st,  23rd,  24th,  29th  and  30th  of 
April,  also  on  the  2nd  May. 


The  average  amount  of  sky  covered  (in  tenths)  by  cloud  was  6.85. 

The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station  No.  2574  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports  to  the  Air  Ministry  in  the  form  of  a Weather 
Telegram  were  dispatched  every  night  of  the  year. 

The  Station  is  under  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
(Alan  B.  Cooper,  A.M.,  Inst.  C.E.)  and  the  Observers  during  1947  were 
T.  Gray  and  D.  Jackson,  who  are  members  of  the  Engineer’s  staff.
